PAKIS,  Feb.  10.— The  following  offi- 
cial communication  was  issued  tonight: 

"In  Artols  in  the  course  of  the  day 
Wr«  continued  to  make  progress  by 
means  of  grenades  In  the  underground 
passages  tu  the  west  of  Kolie.  Two 
Ocrinaa  attacks  against  our  positions 
to  the  west  of  Hill  140  were  completely 
repulsed. 

"To  the  north  of  the  road  from  Keu- 
vUlo  to  Thelus  the  Oermans  exploded 
a  mine,  the  crater  of  which  we  occu- 
pied. 

"To  the  «outh  of  the  Bomme  a  de- 
tachment of  enemy  infantry  which  at- 
tempted an  attack  was  driven  l>ack  to 
Ills  trenches  by  our  curtain  of  Are. 

"In  the  region  of  Ueuvralgnea  our 
artillery  destroyed  a  blockhouse  and 
•belled  tM  (iiieampments  of  tb*  Miamy. 

"In  Champagne  a  destructive'  lira  on 
the  Ocr'man  Works  In  the  direction  of 
the  Uutte  du  Mosiill  guve  excellent  re- 
fiuUs. 

"In  tlie  Woevre  wa  carried  out  In  the 
forest  of  Montmare  on  a  salient  of  the 
enemy  line  a  violent  bombardment, 
w^lch  caused  the  explosion  of  muni- 
tions depots. 

"The  Oermans,  today  fired  two  more 
shells  of  heavy  calibre  in  the  direction 
of  Belfort.  Our  artillery  immediately 
took  under  Its  Are  the  emplaceiVient  of 
the  enemy  battery,  which  was  marked 
yesterday.  At  the  same  time  we  shelled 
the  military  establishments  at  Uomach, 
flouthwMt  of  Muelhnusen." 

The  aKlllery  duel  between  the  French 
and  Germans  Is  continuing  in  the  Ar- 
tols  district,  according  to  the  statement 
issued  this  afternoon  by  the  War  Office. 
German  troops  last  night  made  a  strong 
nttack  against  the  ^I'rench  positions  be> 
tween  Neuvllle  and  I^a  Folie.  This  was 
repulsed,  and  the  Germans  succeeded  in 
holding  only  one  mine  crater.

BI5RLIX,  Feb.  10. — The  capture  from 
tho  French  of  a  large  section  of  a 
trench  northwrtst  of  Vlmy.  in  the  Artois 
region,  was  announced  by  army  bead- 
quarters  today.  A  mine  crater  near 
NeuTlIIe,  In  tha  oame  aeotor,  was  re- 
taken. 

South  of  'the  Bomme,  the  French 
gained  a  foothold  in  a  small  part  of  one 
of   the   Oerman   flrst-Uns   trenches.

OTTAWA,  Feb.  10.— Several  Im- 
portant points  wera  brought  out,  and 
several  perfectly  good  '  rumors  were 
sadly  punctured,  at  the  Royal  Commis- 
sion inquiry  in  to  the  Are  In  the  Parlla-, 
mcnt  Building,  which  opened  this 
rooming  by  Judge  MacTavish  and  Mr. 
B.  A.  Pringle,  with  Mr.  W.  R.  White, 
ol  Pembroke,  aa  counsel. 

Possibly  the  most  Important  point 
brought  out  was  that  the  Are  was 
noticed  when  it  was  of  very  small 
dimennlons,  one  witness  rtatlng  that  It 
appeared  to  be  in  only  two  papers.  Then 
the  men  wbo  used  tha  chemical  Are 
extinguisher  stated  that  It  worked  all 
rlKht,  but  the  flra  bad  gone  l>cyond 
control.  The  pressure  secured  from  the 
hose  was  also  excellent. 

There  was  considerable  time  devoted 
to  the  question  as  to  the  possibility  of 
the  Are  being  of  Incendiary  origin.  One 
expert  demonstrated  that  it  would  be 
quite  possible  to  start  a  Are  by  pouring 
a  solution  over  paper. 

Other  evidence  taken  Included  In- 
formation aa  to  the  rapidity  with  which 
tha  Are  spread  anA  tha  way  the  con* 
structlon  and  contents  of  the  reading 
room  and  corridors  lent  'hemselvea  to 
this.

Mr.  Frank  Olaaa,  M.P.,  save  evidence 
that  it  started  In  the  Arat  double  desk 
next  to  the  Commons  entrance.

Kalsar  Decorates  Mozderera 

LONDON,  Feb.  11.— Router's  Copen-

Raiding  German  Aviators  Ap- 
pear to  Select  Them  as 
Targets— Official  Report  on 
Recent  Kent  Attack, 


LONDON,  Feb.  10.— The  following 
British  ofAcial  statement  was  Issued  to- 
night on  the  attack  on  the  Kent  coast 
by  German  aeroplanes  on  Wednesday: 
•  "The  Arst  raider- appeared  to  have  se- 
lected for  his  target  a  railway  car  full 
of  women  and  children,  and  tha  first 
bomb  fell  on  the  road  l>ehlnd  the  car 
and  exploded  without  doing  any  'dam- 
age. The  engine  driver  pulled  up  Im- 
mediately, and  the  passengers  alighted. 
There  was  no  panic,  although  the  raid- 
er could  be  plainly  seen  circling  around 
at  a  great  height,  and  three  more  bombs 
were  dropped  in  an  adjoining  field. 

"The  second  raider  made  an  attack  on 
a  large  sebool  for  girls.  One  bomb  fell 
through  tha  roof  and  exploded  In  an 
upper  story,  doing  some  material  -  dam- 
age. Portions  of  the  calllBg  fall  Into 
the  room  balow,  where  a  claas  of  small 
children  waa  balBg  held.  One  little  girl 
was  slightly  cut  on  the  foot,  and  a  maid 
was  slightly  Injured.  Three  other 
bombs  fell  in  the  school  grounds,  where 
two  exploded  without  damage.  Tha 
third  failed  to  exploda  The  other  two 
bombs  wera  drappod  on  oatlying  parts 
of  the  village,  eaoalnc  all«ht  damage. 

"A  woman  recalved  some  cots  on  tha 
faca 

"Within  a  few  minutes  of  sighting  tha 
enemy  craft  naval  and  military  pHmea 
went  in  purantt.  but  were  unable  to 
ovartake  them  owlag  to  the  prodpltaU 
nature  of  the  fUght."

A  large 
crowd  accompanied  hlra  to  his  hotel, 
anrl  cheered  until  he  appeared  on  th; 
balcony,  when  lie  was  greeted  wit!i 
cries  of  "Viva  Briand,"    "Viva  France." 

The  whole  city  is  decorated  In  honor 
of    the   French   Premier's  arrival. 

The  arrival  of  I>remier  Briand  and 
his  colleagues  led  to  a  demonstration 
of  Franco-Italian  fraternity  surpassing 
anything  that  has  occurred  since  France 
and  Italy  fought  together  In  18S9 
against  Austria  for  tlie  liberation  of 
Lombardy.  The  enthusiasm  Is  even 
greater  than  that  shown  during  the 
visit  of  President  Lou  bet,  which 
marked  the  greatest  rapprochment  be- 
tween tlie  two  countries  since  Italy 
joined  the  Triple  Alliance  and  wiped 
out  the  sad  memories  of  Italo-Franco 
antagonism,  especially  at  the  time  of 
the  Crlspl  administration,  when  Its 
close  relations  with  Bismarck  and 
kaiser  risked  bringing  about  wur 
tween   the  two   Latin  nations.

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C.VLGARY,  Feb.  10— A  mob  of  aev- 
aral  hundred  soldiers  completely  wreck- 
ed tbe  White  Lunch  restaurant  on 
eighth  Avenue  ISaat  tonight,  following 
U|»  tha  work  of  destruction  by  wreck- 
Ing  the  premlaea  of  tbe  same  concern 
on  Ninth  Avanua. 

A  rumor  that  tbe  manager  bad  dis- 
mlased  retunaad  aoldiers  who  had  been 
lilrad  as  waiters  and  had  raplaoad  them 
with  Germana  waa  reaponatbla  for  the 
atuck. 

The  placea  are  owned  by  the  White 
Lunph  Company,  ud  K.  H.  Naagel  ta 
the  manager.  Mr.  Naagel  tonight  de- 
nied that  ha  had  dlaroissed  any  returned 
aoldiers,  or  that  be  bad  hired  any  Ger- 
mans, but  said  that  he  had  had  occasion 
to  dismiss  a  man  who  had  at  one  time 
been  a  soldier,  but  waa  not  now  with 
tha  overseas  forces  Ue  deelaroa  that 
tba  affair  waa  tbe  reault  of  a  oon- 
aplraoy.  , 

.Soon  after  »  o'clock  seldlcra  from  the 
four  battalions  aUtloned  here  marched 
In  a  body  down  Klgtatb  Avanua  to  the 
Wbita  Lunch. 

Mr.  Naagel  had  been  warned  of  Im- 
pending trouble,  and  had  notified  both 
the  police  and  mlllUry  authorities. 
Chief  of  Police  Alfred  Cuddy  hastily 
collected  &  half-dozen  conatables  and 
plain  clothes  men  and  hurried  to  the 
place.  All  oustomera  were  sent  out  and 
the  doora  locked.

When  the  soldiers  arrived  the  chief 
naked  Ihem  to  diapers*.  Ha  waa  diara^ 
garded,  and  as  a  preliminary  a  ahower 
of  missiles  went  crashing  through  the 
plate  glass  windows.  A  woman  caahler 
was  slightly  hurt  and  Police  ConaUbla 
Fraser  was  so  badly  cut  by  flying  glass 
that   he   had   to  go   to   the   hospital. 

The  policemen  were  brushed  aside, 
and  for  an  hour  tbe  mob  did  ita  will 
with  the  place.  One  soldier  struck  the 
womaui  caahler  and  knocked  her  aenae- 
less.  Tbe  offlcers  were  helpless.  The 
furniture,  fixtures  and  cooking  appar- 
atus were  smashed  to  fragments.  Mar- 
ble counters  and  stands  looked  aa  though 
artillery  shells  had  exploded  in  the 
restaurant.  A  cash  register  was  ripped 
open  and  looted.  Coffee  urns  and  gus 
stoves  were  torn  from  their  plaoei>. 
Electroliers  were  pulled  down.  The 
street  outside  waa  littered  with  wreck- 
age. The  aafe  waa  thrown  down  staira 
Into  the  basement,  breaking  tha  sUlrs 
and  thus  preventing  the  aoldiers  from 
getting  tbe  aafe. 

The  Are  department  was  called  out. 
but  could  do  nothing.  The  firemen  could 
only  look  on  while  the  surging  mob  of 
shouting  men  In  khaki,  with  a  number  of 
civilians,  wrecked  the  reaUurant  in  the 
most  thorough  manner  possible  to  con- 
ceive. 

Maflennan's  dancing  academy  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  ISightb  Avenue  build- 
ing was  not  spared.  Windowa  were 
smashed  and  the  furniture  demolished 
and  thrown  out  of  the  window.  British 
flags  displayed  on  the  walls  were  torn 
down  and  destroyed.

Colonel  Low  Points  t(^  Fact 
That  Much  Combustible  Ma- 
terial Was  in  Way  of  Flames 
in  Pariiament  Buifding. 


OTTAWA,  Feb.  le.— Tha  following 
statemaat  on  the  Ore  which  destroyed 
the  main  block  of  tha  Parliament  Build- 
ings waa  Issued  to  tha  press  this  morn- 
ing:

"Jt  appears  that  tbe  syatem  of  ven- 
tilation, comblnea  witlr  the  extensive 
varnishing  and  profuse  use  of  shallac 
on  tha  floora  and  woodwork  furnished 
the  basis  of  the  rapid  apread  'of  the 
flames.  CoL  Low  polnta  out  that  the 
racks  In  the  reading  room  and  the  wuUs 
tharebf  were  thick  with  varnish,  a.  mout 
inflammable  mateilal;  tlfat  the  wood 
was  light  pine,  very  dry  and  most  iii- 
flamraat)le;  that  the  doors  had  l>een 
coated  recently  wltli  shellac,  another 
most  Inflammable  material,  wliile  the 
loose  newspapers  and  fllen  completed 
the  tnont  perf«ct  arrangement  ever  de- 
vised for  a  sudden  and  successful  con- 
flagration. 

"Once  the*  flumes  liad  obtained  head- 
way In  the  reading  room  and  prcHsed 
Into  the  corridor,  the  ventilation  sys- 
tem acems  tu  have  come  Into  full  play. 
1'he  Tarnish  on  tlie  lockers  all  around 
the  corridor  Immediately  burst  Into 
tlamcs.  Tlio  ruins  show  quite  plainly 
that  the  flames  passed  along  the  cell- 


mgs  and  upper  parts  of  tlio  corridors, 
merely  burning  off  the  varnish,  except 
In  the  rooms  where  papers  or  other 
combustible  materials  were  plied  or 
where  an  angle  of  the  wall  blocked  the 
llaincs  sufficiently  to  have  the  wall  ig- 
nite. The  draft  from  the  ventilators 
carried  the  flames  all  tbroiiKh  the  cor- 
ridors, anil  it  can  be  plainly  perceived 
timt  the  so-called  explosions  were 
caused  by  the  Igniting  of  the  gassesi 
trom  the  varnishes  with  which  the  wood 
liad  been  treated.

"J-^vcn  In  the  corridor  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  nearly  opposite  room  16.  the 
flames  passed  through  so  rapidly  that 
the  lower  parts  of  the  lockers  are  stIU 
Intact  and  several  pairs  of  rubbers  be- 
longing to  mem  burs  have  been  discov- 
ered in  a  perfect  state  of  prescrvatlop. 
The  smoke  and  flames  can  be  traced 
along  the  upper  part  of  the  corridors 
quite  plainly,  proving  tliat  the  draft 
from  the  ventilating  system  drove  the 
flumes  along  the  ceilings.  Where  rooms 
wve  badly  burned,  it  can  be  seen 
that  they  were  rooms  that  were  filled 
with  dcKks,  paper.*!,  and  nil  kinds  of 
combustable  material. 

■'On  the  ceilings,  in  places  wfiere  the 
flumes  passed  by,  the  VArnlsh  waa 
merely  scorched,  and  the  wood  still  re- 
mains there  in  good  shape,  indicating 
that  the  flames  passed  so  quickly  that 
there  was  not  sufficient  flame  In  the 
gas  to  ifrnlte  the  wood."

Feb.  \%—X  new  com- 
mittee of  the  Privy  Count>ll.  composed 
of  representatives  of  the  Imperial  Gov- 
ernment and  tha  governments  uf  the 
various  self-governing  Dominions,  was 
presented  last  night  by  Professor  R.  W. 
L«e.  dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Law  at 
McOill  Ualversity.  ad  the  most  promis- 
ing solution  uf  the  proiblem  of  "Impe- 
rial Union  after  the  war."  This  Idea 
waa  evolved  by  ProtVasor  Lee  after  he 
had  analysed  various  other  proposi- 
tions, aucb  as'  an  Imperial  Parliament, 
wnd  rejected  them  as  lrapra<ctlcable. 
He  put  forward  his  suggestion  In  ad- 
dressing a  young  people's  society  of 
students   at   the   university. 

"Although  tbe  real  work  of  govern- 
ing Is  done  by  the  cabinet,  the  Privy 
Council  is  aia-ays  in  the  background," 
he  said.  "Why  not  admit  representa- 
tives of  the  Dominion  to  a  new  com- 
mittee of  the  Privy  Council,  to  which 
might  be  referred  the  a'bsorbing  ques- 
tions of  foreign  policy,  questions  of  de- 
fence, questions  relating  to  the  dlstri- 
iMitlou  and  constitution  of  military 
and  naval  forces,  and  apportionment  of 
the  charges  incidental  to  any  scheme 
of   defense    that    might    be    adopted?" 

In  such  a  committee,  said  Professor 
Lee,  the  British  cabinet  would,  of 
course,  be  represented.  With  tho  pres- 
ent practice  four  or  five  Inner  mem- 
bers of  tho  British  cabinet  practically 
ruled  tho  country,  and  ho  could  see  no 
reason  wliy  the  Bunic  course  could  not 
be  extended  for  the  Empire.

On  January  30  a  corresponJent  of 
The  Colonial  took  exception  to  the  claim 
that  the  first  ship  to  cross  the  Atlan- 
tic under  eteani  alone  was  the  Uoyal 
William,  built  al  Quebec  in  1830-31. 
Another  correspondent,  who  is  exceed- 
ingly well  Informed  on  marine  questions 
but  does  not  care  to  write  for  publica- 
tion, tells  that  the  P.oyai  William  left 
PIclou,  X.  S.,  on  her  memorable  voy- 
age on  August  18.  1833,  and  arrived 
safely  at  Gravesend  after  a  atorniy  voy- 
age, during  which  :ihe  was  propelled  by 
steam  alone.  A  bra.ia  tablet  in  com- 
momorution  of  thifl  Important  event 
was  placed  in  one  of  the  corridora  of 
the  Parliament  Buildings,  Ottawa,  and 
was  unveiled  by  Lord  Aberdeen  on  Juno 
20,  18'JI.  An  interesting  letter  In  re- 
gard to  this  tablet  from  the  pen  of  tho 
late  Frank  1.  Clarke,  will  be  found  lu

The  Instances,  cited  by  our  flrnt  cor- 
respondent as  showing  that  Canada  hiul 
not  a  JuMt  claim  to  precedence  In  thin 
matter,  wcrc'of  vessels  uning  both  sailH 
and  steam.  In  one  of  them,  we  do  not 
recall  apecincally  which  one,  the  paddle- 
wheels  were  so  arranged  that  they  could 
he  llfte<l  out  of  their  place  when  the 
wind  was  strong,  when  iho  vcfiscl  was 
propelled  by  her  sails  alone.

The  British  Kmplrc,  as  we  under- 
atand  It  today,  was  founded  by  the 
'gentlemen  adventurers"  of  Kllsalx.'than 
limes,  and  we  are  luirdly  able  to  under- 
stand why' It  hda  been  neces.<«ary  to 
wait  nearly  four  centuries  to  set  forth 
the  part  which  tho  feingllsh,  as  distinct 
from  the  Scots,  Irish  and  Welsh,  have 
played  In  maintaining  It.  The  English 
need  no  other  testimony  than  history 
to  Ihe  part  they  have  played  In  thia 
great   drama.

Lord  Sydenham,  addressing  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Colonial  institute  in  Lon- 
don recently  described  the  'advance  of 
the  German  forces  Into  Poland  as  by 
far  the  greateal  piece  of  strategy  since 
the  outbreak  of  hostilities.  This  ad- 
vance has  been  largely  possible  througli 
tho  unprepared nesH  of  Hie  KuHsians  in 
the  maticr  of  wuaitloaa:  but  thla  de- 
tlclency  has  now  been  largely  Wiped  oft. 

With  regard  to  llie  position  al  Sa- 
lonlca,  ite  did  not  think  It  poHsible  that 
the  enemy  could  bring  auftlclcnl  forces 
or  maintain  them  tiiere  with  any  suc- 
ceiiis,  and  the  position  of  the  Allcs  there 
might  now  be  regarded  as  quite  saf;?. 
He  did  not  think  that  Germany  would 
ever  occupy  or,uUU/.e  Constantinople 
as  a  permanent  b-.iso  with  a  view  to 
ICastern  domln.ation.  The  dreams  of 
Eastern  domination  by  Germany  were 
becoming  more  and  n^orc  vl.'»lonary, 
and  very  likely  wc  Hhouid  soon  be  told 
that  they  had  never  existed  at  all. 

Germany  wa.s  makins  her  flrsl  elToriH 
towards  Asiatic  doniitmlloii,  but  much 
reinnincd  to  be  done  before  her  dreams 
were  reallaed.  The  .same  dream  tilled 
the  lulnd  of  Napoleon,  but,  aa  with  him. 
it  would  fade  away  in  tue  mists. 

The  w/ir  might  have  been  iirought  to 
a  conclusion  before  this  If  there  had 
been  u  really  clear  idea.  More  than 
seven  precious  months  were  wasted 
from  the  Order  In  Council  to  March 
lllh,  and  the  action  of  the  Xavy  was 
crippled:  We  now  saw  the  clear  signs 
that  the  economic  presure  was  telling 
heavily  on  the  side  of  the  Allies,  and 
we  could  be  riultc  fiire  that  that  eco- 
nomic prcfsure  would  be  successful  and 
hasten   the  end.

Canada  last  April.  Is  full  of  tbrllls  and 
fun.  aooording  to  Lr0a.-Cpl.  Aubrey  9. 
McDonald,  wbo  has  written  to  friends 
in  Victoria.  Tha  young  aoldiar  is  the 
aon  of  Mr.  J.  T.  McDonald.  lOSO  Ter« 
race  Avenue. 

"We  were  under  a  Oerman  plana  a 
couple  of  weeks  ago,"  saya  the  letter, 
"and  tba  British  antl-airoraft  guna  ware 
Oring  at  It,  wlthShe  shrapnel  falling 
amongst  ua  There  ware  no  casualties, 
bowsvar.  I  have  been  to  aevaral  places 
tbat  have  been  shelled  from  time  to 
time,  but  always  seam  to  gat  out  before 
tba  flreworka  eommence.  We  often-go 
up  to  within  a  mile  and  a  half  of  the 
trenches  though  we  are  not  exposed  to 
the  view   of    the   Germans. 

"It's  pretty  bard  to  sise  this  thing 
up  but  I  fully  believe  there  win  be 
aometblng  doing  in  the  Spring  and  I 
expect  to  sea  the  finish  of  tba  war  next 
Summer. 

"Wa  bad  'some'  time  Chrtstmaa.  I 
will  try  to  give  you  the  full  details. 
The  officer  commanding  gave  us  a  ban- 
quet and  allowed  ua  to  have  a  concert. 
We  ware  to  bave  bad  a  large  theatre 
which  !•  being  used  as  a  hoapital.  but 
at  the  last  moment  there  were  too  many 
aick  to  move,  ao  we  had  to  use  a  smal- 
ler place,  although  it  was  altogstber 
unsuitable. 

"The  dinner  had  to  be  run  off  in 
relays,  but  some  of  the  man  stayed 
with  tha  Job  all  right  and  gat  well 
filled  up  with  turkey,  plum  puddliv 
and  milk.  The  affair  was  a  bowling 
success — with  emphasis  on  tba  'bowl- 
ing.' 

"When  we  get  a  cbanee  to  gat  ready 
for  tba  concert,  which  waa  a  mualcal 
sketch,  a  satire  on  our  own  column, 
thinga  looked  absolutely  hopeless,  as 
several  of  our  principal  actors  were  not 
to  be  founds  So  we  decided  to  present 
only  the  second  act.  which  was  nearly 
all  music.

Justice  Murphy,  Hemphill  and  Cuckow 
obtained  a  Judgment  agalnat  the  com- 
missioners for  damages  for  flooding 
their  lands  through  a  defective  dyking 
system  begun  in  1909  which  did  not  pro- 
vide sufficient  outlet,  causing  bog  Water 
to  flood  the  plaintiffs'  lands.  The 
Judgment  was  later  conflrmed  by  the 
Court  of  Appeal.  Tbo  trial  Judge  re- 
ferred to  the  registrar  the  fixing  of 
ilamagt^s  and  after  hearing  evidence  the 
damages  were  fixed  at  |1 4,990  for  Hemp- 
hill and  |S,000  for  Cuckow.  From  this 
finding  of  the  registrar  the  commission- 
ers appealed  to  Mr.  Juatioe  Morrison, 
who  dismissed  the  appeal,  confirming 
the  registrar's  finding.  Mr.  M.  A.  Mao- 
donald  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs. 
Hemphill  and  Cuckow,  and  Mr.  C.  W. 
Craig  for  the  Dyking  Commlaplon.

Liorna  Campbell,  Mlnlntar 
of  MInca.  yeatarday  Inatruotad  Mr.  W. 
l-'leat  Robertson.  Trovlnclal  mineral* 
oglat.  to  communicate  with  the  Federal 
Uovernment  on  the  aubject  of  what  ar- 
rangementa,  if  any,  have  been  made  ba> 
twecn  the  Imperial  and  Federal  au- 
,  thoritlea  on  the  matter  of  refining  tha 
nickel  depoalta  of   the  Sudbury  mines. 

This  action  waa  decided  upon  by  tha 
MInlatar  with  a  view  to  aaceruining 
to  what  extent  it  may  be  anticipated 
that  the  IndtMtrlal  Independence  of 
Canada  In  the  matter  of  the  production 
of  metala  la  now  within  the  range  of 
practical  politics,  and  in  view  of  tha 
fact  that  British  Columbia  la  one  of 
the  greateat  mineral  producing  areaa 
on  the  continent.  Important  develop* 
ments  are  expeeted  to  flow  from  tha 
new  pallcy  which  aeema  to  have  been 
decided  upon  by  the  Imperial  and  Fed- 
eral  Qovemments. 

"A  tremendous  Impetua,"  aald  Mr. 
Campbell,  "haa  been  given  to  the  pro* 
ductien  of  metal  in  Canada  aa  a  re- 
sult of  war  conditions,  and  it  will  be 
(he  part  of  stateamanahlp  to  endeavor 
to  arrange  that  wlien  the  war  has  been 
brought  to  a  close,  the  improved  posi- 
tion of  the  mining  llndustry  In  Canada 
shall  not  be  Imperilled  throiisb  the 
collapse  Of  the  markets  which  are  row 
available.  It  would  appear  to  me  that 
It  la  incumbent  an  the  Federal  )3overn- 
nient  to  arrange  with  the  Imperial  au- 
titorltlea  that  the  market  In  the  United 
Kingdom  aliall  he  open  to  the  m»tal 
producta  of  Canada  on  a  favorable 
oaais  after  hoatllltles  have  been  ter- 
minated. 

"I  was  very  much  Interested  In  the 
•tiltortal  article  from  a  Boeton  paper 
reproduced  In  The  Colonist  yeaterdoy. 
1  am  entirely  in  aecord  with  the  writer. 
When  he  predlota  that  Canada  never 
again  will  be  ao  dependent  aa  formerly 
tor  outalde  aid  in  getUag  Ita  mineral 
wealth  to  the  metal  marketa  of  the 
world.  If  we  take  tha  proper  steps  to 
aafaguard  our  present  advantage,  which 
hM  been  given  ua  mainly  aa  a  result 
Of  the  new  condltlona  aHslng  from  the 
war.  we  win  emerge  with  a  manufao- 
turing  equipment  which  will  well  fit 
us  to  compete  with  the  whole  warld  on 
terms  which  will  be  decidedly  In  our 
fa  tar." 

Mr.  Campbell  added  that  be  haaatrong 
hopes  that  tha  experiments  now  being 
carried  on.  with  Oavernment  aaaistanca. 
with  tha  electrolytic  process  of  treat- 
ing ainc  oraa  would  prove  »  great  auc- 
e«^s,  and  go  a  long  way  towards  bring- 
Ing  the  total  output  of  sine  up  to  a 
figure  Which  would  be  a  material  fac- 
toi  in  atipplylng  the  toUl  conatimption 
of  the  maul  In  Canada  In  normal  timesi

if  not  toda)-,  by  tomorrow,  at  least. 

The  streets  In  the  outlying  sections 
are  still  In  very  bed  condition,  but  It 
will  be  possible  te  utillxe  the  wheeled 
vehicles  on  many  of  them,  and  to  that 
extent  the  varleua  outside  seetions  will 
aacare  their  former  means  of  protec-i 
tlon.  The  sleighs  Which  were  brought 
into  service  when  the  blockade  was  Ux 
full  fores  win  be  retained  as.  with  the 
exception  of  the  downtown  district, 
condition    favor    their   use. 


An  effort  to  advance  the  Johnson 
Street  bridge  project  to  the  point  where 
it  will  be  possttUa  to  this  year  place 
the  by-law  before  the  r^tepayera  will 
be  made  by  the  harbor  committee  of 
the  City  Council.  w!»lch  held  its  first 
.  meeting,  jreaterdAy  aftarnoon-under  -tha 
cbairmanahlp  of  Alderman  Todd.

Alder* 
men  Camero4  and  Peden.  had  laat 
year'a  scheme  outlined  to  tbem  and  the 
present  sutus  of  the  project  pointed 
out.  The  agreement,  which  waa  last 
year  negotiated  between  the  Provincial 
Government,  the  B.  a  N.  Railway  Com- 
pany  and  the  city,  has  been  signed  by 
the  Government,  which  has  raiaed  its 
contribution  from  IISO.OOO  to  |17Cr,00O, 
but  the  railway  company,  while  It 
agreed  to  the  provisions  of  the  agree- 
ment, refused  to  sign,  pleading  that 
under  existing  flnanolal  conditions  it 
did  not  deaire  toebligate  Itself  to  the  out- 
lay of  fSe.OOO.  plus  the  annual  coat  of 
maintenance.  At  yesterday's  meeting 
of  the  committee  It  waa  decided  to  en- 
deavor to  Induce  the  railway  company 
to  sign  the  agreement  as  already 
drafted. 

With  regard  to  the  possible  partici- 
pation In  the  scheme  of  the  C.  N.  P. 
Railway  Company,  nothing  waa  done. 
Mr.  D.  O.  Lewia.  district  engineer  of 
the  railway  company,  is  at  present  in 
the  Bast.  When  he  returns  the  matter 
will  be  discussed  with  him..  In  the 
meantime  the  city  engineer  anS  olty 
aollcltor  Will  examine  the  plans  of  tbe 
company,  now  being  advertised,  per- 
taining to  the  company's  proposed 
crossing  over  Selkirk  water  to  the  fot- 
mer  Indian   reserve. 

MCaaey  far  Baek  Bay  Bridge 
Plana  of  the  proposed  '  Rock  Boy 
l>''Mlge  repatra  and  Improvements,  as 
prepared  by  the  city  engineer,  were  con- 
sidered, and  the  committee  tentatively 
agreed  to  the  Installation  of  a  swing 
apan  seventy  feet  in  length,  though 
flnal  declalon  on  tbe  type  to  be  adopted 
will  rest  with  the  City  Council.  One 
thing  is  certain,  the  city,  in  view  of 
the  Government's  demand  that  a 
seventy-foot  span  must  be  installed, 
will  have  to  vote  additional  funds,  and 
the  committee  will  recommend  Uiat  the 
sum  of  f«,000  be  placed  In  this  year'a 
estimates,  additional  to  the  |4,000  now 
on  hand  for  the  purposes  of   repairs. 

Mr.  J,  O.  Cameron,  of  the  Cameron 
Lumber  Company,  addressed  the  com- 
mittee, pointing  out  Iptat  the  Federal 
Government  has  demanded  an  annual 
rental  charge  of  ISM  for  the  waterfront 
lease  of  land  adjoining  the  company's 
mill,  rights  which  the  city  has  agreed 
to  under  the  recent  agreement  drafted 
between  the  company,  the  C.  N.  P.  Com- 
pany and  the  city  covering  tbe  water- 
front arrangements  on  the  Upper  Har- 
bor.

.\i!  area  of  low  barometer  centred  over 
the  North  end  of  Vancouver  Island  yes- 
terday gave  Victoria  mild  temperatures 
and  a  southerly  wind  which,  together 
with  nearly  two  and  one-half  houra  of 
bright  sunshine,  made  long  atrldes  to- 
wards removing  the  remaining  snow  on 
the  ground.  The  solar  radiation  yester- 
day measured  109  degrees,  which  was 
nigniflcant  of  the  Increasing  nititude  of 
the  sun  and  the  consequent  lengthening 
l>ei*lod  of  daylight.  The  highest  tem- 
perature recorded  here  during  the  day 
was  43  degrees.  The  thermometer  regis- 
tered 39  degrees  at  10  o'clock  last  night. 
The  warm  Influence  extended  down  the 
Coaat.  tncreaaing  to  SS  degrees  in 
Southern  Oregon,  where  heavy  rains 
were  experienced.  Heavy  preelpltatien 
was  also  reported  from  California  State. 

Higher  temperatures  were  also  re- 
corded across  Southern  British  Columbia 
and  on  tha  eaatarn  slope  of  the  Coast 
Range  of  mofintglns  In  Washington 
State.  At  Cranbrook,  where  very  aevera 
aero  temperaiures  have  prevailed"^  of 
late,  the  thermometer  roae  to  S3  above 
sero  and  10  inehea  of  enow  fell  during 
the  day.  Tbe  ^(orthtm  Interior  ra- 
maina  comparatively  cold,  ao  that  the 
rapidly  ahlftlng  centres  af  low  barometer 
along  tbe  Coaat  keepa  weather  ooatfltlona 
la  thla  vielnlty  very  unaattlad.

Some  idea  of  the  volume  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Victoria  branch  of  the  lied 
Cross  may  be  gained  by  a  considera- 
tion of  the  amount  of  supplies  sent 
nway  to  Toronto  headquarters  for  sub- 
seq,uent  use  at  Red  Cross  hospitals  In 
England.  France  and  other  vCar  xonea.

Tu  undergo  further  cxtvniilve  repairs 
at  Kaquimalt;  tho  Ani«rlcan  ateatnar 
Marlpoaa.  of  the  Alaaka  Bteamsblp 
Company'a  fleat,  arrived  here  at  3:30  p. 
m.  yeaterday  from  Seattle.  The  con- 
tract for  tlie  houaeworlc  repalm  and  ad- 
ditions has  been  awarded  to  Yarrows, 
Ltd..  and  as  conalderabl*  work  has  yet 
to  be  done  on  the  steamer  It  is  ex- 
pected that  she  will  remain  several 
weeks  at  Esquimalt. 

The  Mariposa  was  wrecked  in  Lama 
Passage  oo  Octol^ter  S  last  wlien  plying 
in  the  Alaeka  trade,  and  at  one  time  It 
wan  feared  that  hIia  might  become  a 
total  loss.

With  the  wind  In  a  more  favorable 
euarter,  from  the  south,  the  B.  C.  Sal- 
vage Company's  steamer  Salvor,  Capt 
Stratford,  woa  yesterday  rooming  dis- 
patched from  port  to  resume  ealvaga 
operations  on  the  Japanese  steamer 
Kenkon  Maru,  ashore  on  Belle  Chain 
Keel.  Continuous  northeasterly  galea 
during  the  early  part  of  the  month  pre- 
vented the  Salvor  from  getting  to  work 
on  the  wreck,  as  the  Kenkon  Maru  waa 
badly  exposed  to  the  weather,  and  ahe 
returned  to  Victoria  on  Saturday  last 
to  await  better  conditions.  With 
southerly  weather,  the  salvage  vessels 
will  be  able  to  get  right  alongside  the 
stranded  steamer,  and  some  good  work 
may  be  accomplished  within  the  next 
tew  days. 

l£ver  since  the  Salvor  retnrned  to 
port,  the  auxiliary  salvage  steamer 
Alaskan  has  been  standing  by  the 
wreck,  with  her  base  of  operations  at 
Houghton  Bay. 

Z4flitarlaff  to  vree«a« 

With  southerly  minds  prevalllnf,  tha 
lightering  of  the  cargo  from  the  dam- 
aged vessel  win  be  gretftly  facilitated. 
Home  eoo  tons  of  railroad  material  and 
cotton  has  already  been  removed  from 
the  deck  and  'tween  decks  and  shipped 
to  Seattle  on  scows.  The  aaslstance  of 
divers  will  be  required  for  the  handling 
of  the  cargo  In  the  holds,  as  the  water 
t«  running  In  and  out  of  her  at  various 
stages  of  the  tide.

Palmer  of  Rockslde  spent  thousands  of 
dollars    on    Rockslde    orchard,    and    yet 
his  trees  were  so  bad  with  wooly  aphis 
that    I    saw    it   at    three    lines    off    the 
street,  eight  years  ago,  and  found  later 
h«  only  cured  the  trees  he  dug  out  and 
burned.  And  I  have  never  seen  any  or- 
chard so    bad   as    Rockslde   with   mealy 
aphis    and    pear    slug.       If    spraying    Is 
fffectlve,    why   is   this   so?      Mr.   Ellis- 
ton's  old  orchard  waa  sprayed   in   1914, 
and  by  a  said  to  he  noted  and  careful 
aprayer.  and  yet  it  Is  the  most  spoiled 
orchard  I  have  aeen.  But  in  B.  C.    the 
evil  of  spraying  begins  early,  and  many 
a  poor  orchard  never  gets  a  good  start. 
As    sn    instance,     some    years     ago,     I 
bought   some  one-year-old   fruit   trees- 
very  fine  plants — from  Mr.  Stewart.  St. 
Chrlatopber   Nursery.    Washington,    U.S. 
A.        Though    quite    clean,     these    were 
clipped  at  the  fumigating  station.  Van- 
couver,    which    damaged    tlielr    tender 
skin,    and    though    rlanted    with    every 
care     at     Mra     W  byte's     place.     Jones 
Crossing.  Saanlcb.  did  very  poorly.  Also, 
In  1915.  I  planted  five  hundred  one-year 
fruit  trees  at  my  ovvn  place  on  Pender 
Island — got    from    Mr.    I^ayrltt,    Royal 
Uak.     Good   plants   they   were,    but   did 
very  poorly,  aa  Mr.  Layrlts  has  to  dip 
his  trees  to  please  the  aovernment,  and 
this  spoils  them.      Contraat  aibove  with 
some  trees  I  planted  at  Fendbam,  Mount 
Douglass,    which    were   not  dipped,   and 
never    had    a    fiy    or   anything    else    on 
them.       The   largest  I   photographed   at 
three  and  a  half  years  old  from  the  time 
the    seed    was    sown,    Its   size    l>elng   on 
«th  August,  1914,  seven  feet  high,  four 
feet  In  diameter,  twenty-two  shoots,  best 
shoot     three     and      a    half     feet,     first 
branches   one  foot  from   ground. 

Only  nine  per  cent  of  Nova  Scotia 
growers  spray,  and  I  have  seen  30,000 
barrels  of  their  apples  sold  In  one  day 
in  Liverpool.  In  B.  C,  I  have  seen 
nothing  but  evil  from  spraying,  except 
to  those  who  have  the  materials  to 
sell. 

In  Britain,  the  practice  of  spraying 
.was  very  limited,  being  mostly  confined 
to  greenhouses,  but  I  have  seen  In  Brli- 
aln  better  pears  and  apples 'grown  than 
I  have  ever  seen  In  B.  C.  Mr.  Wii- 
llamson,  of  Tarvlt.  .Scotland,  publlahed  a 
growera'  guide  there,  recommending  a 
certain  spray  %-ery  highly,  and  spoiled 
hla  crop  with  It  tba  day  the  book  was 
publlahed.  Mr.  Findlay.  of  Bailleston. 
one  of  the  largest  Glasgow  market 
growers  in  Scotland,  called  on  the 
writer  one  day  In  Broty  Ferry,  and  said 
when  he  saw  my  tomato  house  loaded 
with  fruit  that  he  would  defy  me  or 
any  other  man  to  grow  a  crop  like  that 
near  Glasgow.  I  told  him  the  reason 
of  the  Glasgow  men'a  failure  waa 
spraying,  which  I  never  did.  Mr.  Mc- 
Oredy  of  Portadown,  Ireland,  sprayed 
his  potatoes  for  nln«  years,  snd  ad- 
mitted to  me  he  never  saw  '  bit  of 
good  It  did.  On  asking  why  ha  did 
It  then,  he  said  because  he  had  the 
macblne.  and  people  said  it  did  good. 
My  letter  ie  too  long  already  for  sn- 
ewerlBg  the  rest  of  Mr.  Scott's  criti- 
cisms, which  I  will  do  later.

In  their  annual  bullion  report  MosnrH. 
Samuel  Montagu  &  Co.,  of  Liondon,  toll 
how  Russia,  in  order  to  overcome  the 
diffloulty  of  providing  small  change,  has 
printed  the  designs  of  the  ten.  fifteen 
and  twenty  kopek  denominations  of  the 
Romanoff  Jubilee  postage  stamp  '  issued 
upon  thick  paper  and,  by  lettering  on  the 
revarae  aide,  haa  authorized  them  to  be 
uaed  aa  currency  with  the  same  legal 
tender  aa  silver  subsidiary  money.

The  work  of  the  British  Red  Cross  in 
Italy  is  attracting  wide  attention  and 
Its  achievements  have  oUcitcd  favorable 
comment  by  many  notable  Italian  celeb- 
rities. The  appended  extract  deals 
briefly  with  its  activltien,  and  inciden- 
tally answers  the  oft-repeated  quea- 
tlon:  "Are  the  Red  Cross  branches  In- 
terchangeable in  their  work  and  not 
confined  to  the  soldiers  of  the  country 
or  colony  under  whose  name  the  branch 
Is  associated?" 

The  Red  Cross  Society  answers  every 
call,  wherever  most  needed  and  Irra- 
apective  of  any   "red   tape." 

Following  is  the  extract: 

Interesting  accounts  have  been  re- 
ceived of  the  first.  British  ambulance 
unit  at  the  Italian  front,  which  went 
out  in  August  under  Mr.  G.  M.  Tre- 
velyan.  Up  to  December  11  the  total 
number  of  patients  carried  in  its  cars 
was  17,88C.  It  has,  quite  In  the  front, 
a  hospital  of  C4  beds  (although  160 
wounded  have  at  times  been  taken  in) 
and  two  out-atations. 

Climatic  conditions  have  varied.  At 
first  "exceedingly  mobile  dust"  was  re- 
ported, then  deep  mud,  then  Scotch 
mists,  and  some  clear  frosts.  Tha  aye 
was  cheered  by  most  beautiful  sub-Al- 
pine scenery,  and  lovely  Autumn  colors. 
The  drivers  have  been  complimented 
much  on  "splendid  work"  done,  chiefly . 
at  night,  often  under  flre,  sometimes 
heavy,  flre,  on  very  diflicuU  mountain 
roads.  In  the  hospitals  a  number  of 
serious  operatioons  btva  been  performed. 
"The  wounded,"  we  read,  "are  glad  to 
be  sent  to  us  owing  to  the  extra  com- 
forts and  clothing  we  are  able  to  pro- 
vide." 

H.  M.  tha  King  of  luly  visited  the 
unit  on  its  arrival,  and  again  on  Decem- 
ber 0.  Just  after  the  unuadally  strenu- 
ous work  had  been  done  In  evacuating 
two  field  hospitals,  which  were  being 
blown  to  pieces  by  the  enemy's  flre. 
Nona  of  the  unit  were  injured.  The 
Oucbeaa  of  Aoata  paid  two  viaits  and 
waa  very  gracious.  The  Oanaral  of  tha 
Army  Corps  wrote  of  hia  "aincera  grat- 
itude for  the  most  brotherly  spirit 
shown  towards  tha  Italian  nation,"  "a 
new  message  of  affcpction  of  eloquent 
algnlAcanea."  The  DIresione  Saaita 
sent  its  sincere  thanks  "for  the  truly 
admirable  work"  unintsrruptadly  dona. 
Colonel  Morlno,  its  Italian  chief,  adds: 
"What  impresses  me  most  Is  the  tender- 
naaa  and  care  at  every  turn  taken  by  the 
individual  members  of  the  mission  for 
our   own   poor  sick   and  wounded."
